J udge Kohlsaat, 
satisfied that all efforts to reach a 
v ardicthad been exhausted, relented 
from the policy he had announced of 
keeping the jury locked up until it 
reached an agreement, and last night 
discharged the twelv e tired men. 
The fate of the accused was placed

eight hours the jurors wrestled with 
the question of his guilt or Innocence. 
For hours the balloting stood six tor 
conv iction and six for acquittal. Then 
the balloting changed to sev en to fiv e 
and later to eight to four. The last 
ballot stood six to six. 
George F. Rogers, the forman, on 
account of his extreme age* suffered 
most under the long strain and when 
the jury filed into the court room was 
hardly able to sianri. 
The trial began Monday, J an. 30,

T may be said of Charlotte Ware 
and Albert Tyrrell that they lust 
each other In the darkness—the 
darkness of despondency.

S E W IN G C O T T O N .

The origin of sewing cotton was told 
at a cotton manufacturers’ meeting by 
the head of the great thread house of 
Faisley, Scotland, 
it was discovered 
in 1803 by his grandfather, who had a 
little business in Paisley, making silk 
twine for 1»eddies, which were used by 
pvery weaver. 
The silk came from 
Hamburg, and in 1803 Napoleon caused 
the stock held there to be burned In or­ 
der to hamper British trade. The w eav­ 
ers were in despair, but J ames Clark 
conceived the idea that cotton yarns 
could be twisted together to form the 
twines. 
' 
The ex periment succeeded, and from 
this grew the idea that cotton could be 
substituted for flax in the manufacture 
of sewing thread and would not be so 
coarse and harsh. He began the manu­ 
facture of the thread in a very small 
way. It was at first put up in skeins 
and had to be wound into little balls by 
the purchaser, and then Mr. Clark In­ 
vented the modern spools. He had them 
made by a wood turner, half a gross at 
a time. They cost him six pence a doz­ 
en, and he charged the purchaser of the 
thread 
a 
halfpenny 
for 
the 
spool, 
which, however, was refunded when 
the spool was returned. The ladies of 
Paisley used to come to his shop with 
their spools and wait while he wound 
the thread on them. -From this small 
beginning grew a great Industry. 


A R e m ar k ab le W om an .

“ Tour In Scotland,” printed at War­ 
rington by W. Eyers iu 1774. among 
other fine engravings is a portrait of 
“ The Old Countess of Desmond” in 
Dupplin castle, N. B., and particulars 
of her age are given in the te x t 
This 
portrait represents her at the age of 
120, a firm mouthed, strongly marked 
woman who lived to the great age oT 
140. 
She was the daughter of a Fit» 
gerald of Drumana, in Ireland, and 
married in the reign of Edward IV. 
J ames, fourteenth earl of Desmond. 
She was in England in the same reign 
and danced at court with the king’s 
brother, the Duke of Gloucester, and 
died in the reign of J ames I. The year 
before her death, when 139, she took a 
J ourney to London to solicit relief from 
the king, the Desmond "house” having 
been reduced to a state of poverty. 
Francis Bacon in his “ History of Life 
and Death" states that this lady “ did 
dentlse twice or thrice, casting her old 
teeth and other coming in their place."

“T he undersigned, representing the 
oil producers of the state of K ansas, 
and speak ing for the intelligent and in­ 
dustrious people of the state, and voic­ 
ing the spirit of Am erican l'air play 
everyw here, 
appeal 
to 
you, 
and 
through your secretary of the interior 
find by you to the congress of the 
United S tates for help in the under­ 
tak ing of the legislature of the state to 
protect the oil industry of the state 
from the oppression of the S tandaid 
Oil trust. 
“Because the legislature presum es to 
ex ercise a natural function of govern­ 
m ent by legislating for the w elfare 
and protection of industries w ithin the 
borders of the state against the op­ 
pression of all monopolies; and because 
the legislature proposes to try 1he ex ­ 
perim ent of a public oil refinery as n 
m eans of preserving and m ak ing prof­ 
itable the oil industry, the 
general 
idanager of the Standard Oil com pany 
lias declared a lioycott upon K ansas 
oil. and one of his subordinates has 
insulted our people by ex pressing in 
the public prints a groundless fear that 
they will destroy the com pany’s prop­ 
erty. 
"W e further represent to you tha t a 
m enace to the crude oil m ark et is a 
continued ow nership by the Standard 
Oil com pany of w hat is k nown as the 
'F oster lease’ of the Osage Indian res- 
ervaiion. 
This re se r tion 
includes 
one and one-half million acres of land, 
w hich contains a reservoir of petrole­ 
um so rich tha t if the Standard con­ 
tinues to own and develop it tha t com­ 
pany will have a supply of oil that will 
m ak e it independent of private 
pro­ 
duction. not only in the west, but fill 
over the U nited States. 
“The lease is nom inally held 
by 
‘straw m en,’ but it really is in the 
grip of the Standard Oil company, and 
the oil producers appeal to the presi­ 
dent. the secretary of the interior and 
the congress to refuse the application 
row pending for its ex tension. 
It is 
too much for the governm ent to give 
to the Standard oil com pany or its 
agents, an organization which already 
is so pow erful that it presum e« to be 
greater than the people or the govern­ 
m ent, w hose courts give it protection. 
“The K ansas oil field has been devel­ 
oped upon the prom ise of fair play 
and good prices by the S tandard Oil 
com pany, but now that the supply 
is 
sufficient for the nwnls of the com pany 
it, as it has done in other fields, 
has 
reduced the price below a profit, 
and 
the men who hav e invested their mon­ 
ey will 
lose it, and the field 
will 
languish unless the gov ernment, state 
and nation refuses to confer upon the

This subject of the M onroe doctrine 
is discussed a t sotuc length, especially 
as regards the relations

tions eoptraeted by these republics are 
paid, so that f« » r» *ign Intervention in 
the affairs of such republics m ay be 
avoided.

The principle of upholding the Mon 
rqe doctrine through battleships w as 
declared by T hayer of M assachusetts 
to be unne<'P« sary "since.” he said, “ we 
nreprotee ting it by the dictum of the 
gentlem an a t the other end of the av­ 
enue w ho don’t require any battleships 
or law w hatever to back him up.”

MAN AN I) HIS ATTIRE I N ATURE A KIND 
m° tker.

How many weak and timid creatures 
there are in the world, with neither 
i teeth and claws for th. it- protection, 
armor for their defense nor speed with 
which to escape theft tummies! 
Una 
can hardly understand why they have 
: not all been killed and eaten up long 
ago. 
Nature Is. however, kinder to 
these poor anim als than sin» seems, for 
if she has left them dot. useless against 
attack she has given them a marvel­ 
ous power of recovery from 
injuries. 
When a tiny lizard has to scamper 
for his life in search of a « rack In the 
rock he often has “so dost» a call” that 
his pursuer snaps off his tall just as 
hewlsk s into safety . A loss dike this 
would kill 
most larger animals, but 
not the little lizard. 
He simply waits 
round quietly 
until n new tail grows 
and then is as well off as before, ex­ 
cept that the new tail has a flexible rod 
of cartilage where the old one had a 
backbone. 
If an earthworm happens to he re­ 
tiring to his hole when a robin is out 
looking for breakfast there is apt to 
be a lively tug 
of war between the 
cater and the breakfast. 
Not infre­ 
quently the bird gets the tail end of 
the worm, while the other half crawls 
away into safety . 
Not even a lizard 
could survive 
such treatment as this, 
but the earthworm Is in ability to re­ 
cover from 
injuries almost as much 
superior to the lizard as the lizard is to 
us. 
He grows a new half body to re­ 
place the one which has been devoured 
and seems to mind his loss no more 
than a boy minds having his hair cut. 
There are besides some snail-like 
water worms which quite undo 
the 
earthworm in hearing up against mis­ 
fortune. If one of these chances to lose 
his entire head, in a week or so, some­ 
times in only four or live day&, 
he 
grows a new one, brain, eyes and all, 
and is as well off as ever. Even if a 
hungry fish gets two bites at him, so 
that he loses both bead and tail, 
the 
warm can patch himself out with new 
members and go about his business as 
before. They have even been known 
to get divided Into two pieces about 
equal in size and each piece grow a 
new half body, so that there were two 
entire worms in place of one. 
After tills it will easily be guessed 
that if the head end of the worm hap­ 
pens to be split halfway down he will 
grow two new sides 
a:: 1 become Y 
shaped with two he~ds, or if the tail 
end is split new sides grow and a two 
tailed worm is made. Sometimes one 
or two new heads develop close behind 
the old one in the angle of the Y. In­ 
deed the little creature seems to have 
a sort of mania for making new heads 
and tails wherever he finds a chance. 
If. therefore, the worm after receiving 
several wounds manages to escape 
with his life, from the cuts which hap­ 
pen to open forw ard little heads grow 
out and from those opening backward 
little tails, no doubt greatlj- to his em­ 
barrassment. 
But w hat of the cut off heads and 
tails? Do they make new bodies and 
become whole animals again? Not usu­ 
ally . 
The severed head seeius to be­ 
come confused, 
so that it does not 
•know w hat to do. 
If it lives, it is most 
apt to produce another head like itself 
and change into two heads placed neck 
to neck so that they look in opposite 
directions. 
So, too, 
the severed tail, 
equally foolish, doubles itself and be­ 
comes two useless tails growing end to 
end. 
But isn’t this really quite impossi­ 
ble? A head or a tail or even a half 
body cannot get food. If it cannot e a t 
it cannot grow, and that is all there is 
about i t Well, it is true th at a frag­ 
ment cannot e a t But still it can make 
the new part out of its own tissue. So 
the animal keeps getting smaller as it 
becomes more nearly complete until 
when the new part is finished the 
whole body may be no more than the 
tenth part of Its proper size. The re­ 
constructed animals are therefore forc­ 
ed to begin life over again like young 
worms. 
In time, however, they grow 
up to full size. When a head end makes 
a new head instead of a tail or a tail 
makes a new tail instead of a head the 
little creatures must necessarily waste 
away and die.—St. Nicholas.

C H A R A C T E R IS T IC S OF T H E N O B LE ST

There la a church in tbe quiet little 
village of Mumford, near Niagara 
Falls, which is composed entirely of 
fossils. 
At first glance the wails ap­ 
pear to be constructed of rough sand­ 
stone smeared with an uneven coat­ 
ing of gritty, coarse plaster, but a 
closer view reveals the error of this 
first conclusion. Instead of plaster the 
eyes behold traceries of delicate leaves, 
lacework of Interwoven twigs, bits of 
broken branches, fragments of mossy 
bark and splinters of wood, all pre­ 
served against the wasting of time and 
decay by being turned into the hard­ 
est of flinty limestone. As a matter of 
fact, every block of stone In the four 
! walls is a closely cemented mass of 
, dainty fossils.

In fishes and tadpoles there is a pe- 
onliar lateral line running down each 
side of the body, which probably acts 
as a kind of ear, sensitive to move­ 
ments of the water and warning them 
of enemies at hand.

Now and then in wanderings through 
the mountain and forest one comes up­ 
on 
a 
gigantic blackish brown deer 
which by reason of the great length of 
its y ellowish gray legs stands higher 
than a tall horse. 
It is clothed iu 
coarse, bristly hair, longest on the neck 
and shoulders, and it has a rather ugly 
overhanging nose which distinguishes 
It at once from all other kinds of deer. 
From the throat of the male hangs a 
long hair covered appendage known as 
the “hell,” and in the fall and winter 
he has also a pair of widespfeadlng 
antlers, very heavy and much flattened 
or “plamated.” 
He stalks the forest 
through undergrowth and over fallen 
trunks like a king of giants, or, If 
alarmed, he speeds away at an amaz­ 
ingly swift swinging trot and with a 
crashing which resembles the sound of 
falling trees. 
Such is the moose, the 
largest of all deer, living or extinct. 
The moose is chiefly an animal of the 
northern woods, the southern limit of 
its ran^e being the head of Green riv­ 
er, Wyoming. 
It is also found In 
northern 
Maine. 
New 
Brunswick, 
southern Canada, Idaho, British Colum­ 
bia, Alberta, Athabasca, Yukon and 
Alaska. It Is strictly a dwreller of the 
forest, seldom venturing to treeless 
plains. 
It lives for the most part by 
browsing on the leaves, twigs and bark 
of trees, particularly y oung trees. 
In 
order to reach the tops of tall saplings 
the moose rears up against them, strad­ 
dling them with his long legs and lit­ 
erally riding them down. 
He is fond­ 
est of birch, hemlock, alder, aspen, wil­ 
low' and maple. 
He also eats mosses 
and lichens. 
In May the *‘cow,” as the female 
moose is called, gives birth to a long 
legged, ungainly , tawny colored calf, 
to protect which the mother will fight 
any woodland creature to the death. 
She has no antlers, but she can use 
her great sharp hoofs with the skill of 
a prize fighter and has been known to 
pound to death a large black bear and 
fairly 
tram ple 
his 
body 
into 
the 
ground. The calf stay s with its moth­ 
er for two or three y ears, or until he 
wanders off to seek a mate for him­ 
self. One day last summer I came sud­ 
denly upon a cow' moose standing knee 
deep in a shallow poud, while from 
beneath her neck her grotesque looking 
calf peered out at me with ey es wide 
open, as if w'ith astonishment. I hur­ 
ried home and returned with a camera, 
but when 1 reached the spot they were 
gone. 
‘ Like all American deer, the “bull” 
I moose sheds aud renewrs his antlers 
every y ear. They become full grow a, 
hard and sharp about the 1st <>f Octo­ 
ber, the beginning of the breeding sea­ 
son. At this time of y ear the bulls are 
very savage and not only fight furious-“ 
ly among themselves, hut are apt to 
attack any thing or any body who comes 
in their way . 
The call of the bull is a long drawn 
bawl with several loud grunts at tho 
eml. If there is a cow within hearing 
she will answer with a low cry . and 
the bull w'ill come forward to meet 
her. Hunters often take advantage of 
this fact and attract the bull by :.u 
imitation of the call of the cow, exe­ 
cuted on a cone shaped horn made of 
birch bark. 
Ly ing concealed ou the 
bank of a lake or stream, they give 
out the call, and when the bull comes 
within range they shoot him. But as 
this trick is usually play ed at night 
and as the bull sometimes never gives 
any warning of his coming until he is 
almost on the soot the sport is apt to 
be dangerous. The hull at such a time 
Is in no mood to be trlffo.l w!tli. and 
unless the hunter is cool headed and a 
good shot the moose Is not only wHling 
but very able to kill him and a do::cn 
like him if they happen to be on the 
spot. 
Probably the largest moose of which j 
there is reliable record was shot by 
Carl Runglus, the animal painter, iu 
New' Brunswick In 1901. 
This great 
beast stood seven feet high at tho 
shoulders, and the length of Its head 
and body together was nine feet seven 
Inches.
